Ernzenocm, June 14\—The Turks. aftéMoccupy- 
ing Olti, marched in the direction of Ardahan.

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 14.— Three attacks were 
made on Friday by the Russians against Fort La- 
bamez. erected to strengthen the defense of Fort 
Velipachi, the key to Kars. The attacks were 
followed up on Saturday. ‘The result is unknown. 

LATER—THB RUSSIANS REPULSED. 

The Russians have massed round Kars ali the 
troops which they brought from Ardahan, Gumry. 
Kogischman, and Souricamiche. For several days 
they have attempted to storm Forts Tahamez and 
Karadah, but on every occasion have been repuls- 
ed.’ Saturday they made a desperate effort to take 
possession of some of the heights, when the gar- 
rison made a sortie, and, —5 Held artillery, re- 
pulsed the Russians with great jass. 

A TURKISH SORTIE REPULSED. 

Sr. Perzerspune, June 14.—The Turks are at- 
tempting to form counter-approaches at Kars, and 
are constantly making sorties. The Russian bat- 
teries have been very successful in [frustrating 
these attempts. A sortie was yesterday repulsed 
with heavy loss to the Turks. Seven Russians 
were slightly wounded. 

TURKISH PICKETS. 

There are no Russian suldiers between Olti and 
Erzeroum. Moukhtar Pasha's pickets extend from 
his camp at Zewin to Olti on one side and to Er- 
zeroum on the other.

Loxpox, June 14.—A Paris correspondent says 
he has received a letter from Ptoiesti emanating 
from one who is in a position to have exact infor- 
mation. The writer says: 1 have just read 
Prince Gortschakoff's reply. It is concilia- 
tory but firm as to Constantinople. No- 
body,’ says Prince Gortschakoff, ‘can pre- 
dict the course or issue: of the war, 
but neither the question of Constantinople nor 
that of the Dardanellet can be settled apart from 
Europe. The Emperor does not wish to take pos- 
session of Constantinople. The policy of Russia 
has been misunderstood. Various designs 
have been imputed to her that she 
has not entertained. By this menacing 
distrust, her commerce and industry have been 
paralyzed. This state of things must cesse.- As

ROUMANIA. 
PROPOSED GOVERNMENTAL CHANGES. 

BrewaRest, June 14.—Prince Gortschakoff and 
Gen. Ignatieff intend to reside some time at 
Bucharest. Important changes appear imminent 
in the ean Government. It is probable M. 
Cogalniceanu, Minister of Foreign Affairs, will 
first resign. His retirement will be followed by 
that of M. Bratiane. the Premter' Then a new 
Ministry will be formed, under Prince Demetrius, 
Ghika, M. Borescu, and M. PFloresco, whereupon 
there will de made a thorough change in the sys- 
tem of government, in which even the Roumanian 
Constitution will not remain intact.

ConsTANTINoPLE, June 14.—The Porte is ex- 
pected to reply to the English notification regard- 
ing the Suez Canal that it considers the canal 
Turkish property, and, as Turkey has the right to 
fight her enemies on the high seas, she bas obvi- 
ously the right to oppose them on her 
own territory.

I have made careful per- 
sonal observation in my own immediate locality. 
Upon this is @®ased the information I give you. 
A perusal of the State papers warrant 
the same statement for other portions of 
the State. The crops in this State were never more 
promising than at this time. Have had an unneual 
amount of ram too much perhaps for convenience 
and expeditious farm operations. The wet weath- 
er, I think, has had an injurious effect upon our 
fruit. Until within the past two weeks our fruit 
prospect was exceedingly flattering. Within that 
time much of it has dropped, especially peaches, 
pears, pinms, apricots, and cherries. Apples are 
still a good average. Grasses very fine. The loss 
in May pigs has been fearful. 

Sonn. Ned., June’l4. Profs. Thomas, of Lili- 
nois, and Hughes, of Nebraska, have just return- 
ed here from an extended tour through the State 
south of the Platte.

Tue way in which he fOmna that not only did the 
hay behave differently than in the previous exper- 
ments. but that also geariy all the tubes Mother 
iufusious experimented on in the Royal Institution 
showed decompos.tion, and how he t.aced ali tuls 
to dry old hay in the laborato y, he described to the 
MeMvers of the Moyai institution in danuary last. 
Lea thas to examine the oid hay, he has found that 
zu some Cases the bulos charged with infusions of 
it were not sterilized with even four hours’ con- 
tinuous boiling, and in some cases germs were 
found » indurated that four or six, and in one case 
even eight, hours were not sufiicient to Geprive 
them of life. It isa guestion of obvious inter- 
est to the scientific Fargeon whether those 
powerfully resistept germs are amenable to the 
ordinary processes of disinfection. They have 
been found competent to cause infusions, both 
an ma! aud vegetable, to patrefy, to putrefy. How 
would they behave in the wards of a hospital? 
And again, how de they act in hments for 
preserving meat and vegetables in tins? The 
shaking of a bunch of dessiccated hay might 
make the 1 of Loiling quite nugatory.

THE RAILROADS. 


ERIE AND ENGLISHMEN. 

The London World asserts that there is no hope 
of the bulk of Erie shareholders and bondbolders 
getting back their money, because the road has 
been mismanaged and pillaged for so many years 
that there is not vitality enough left in it to enable 
it to recover. Noone knows all the claims out- 
standing against it and all the contracts under 
which it may de bled. The American owners and 
managers do not intend, and never did intend. 
that the English stockholders should get their 
money back. Sir E. Watkins and his associates on 
that side of the ocean were mere babies in the 
hands of the New York Board. They were allowed 
to know so much and no more. The New 
York managers did not care à rap whether 
the Enghsh stockholders were ever paid 
or not. The emploves of the road and the people 
living in the district through which it runs would 
laugh at the idea of John Bali” being entitled 
to any money whatever. No sympathy could be 
cot up for the English shareholders in America, nor 
could anybody be induced to take the least interest 
in his case unless for the sake of making something 
out of it for himself. As for pretending that Mr. 
E. D. Morgan, Mr. Barlow, or Mr. dewett cannot 
sieep at night for thinking over the wrongs of the 
plundered Englishmen, it requires immense igno- 
ranee of the men and of the general sentiment 
among them touching British capital“ to swal- 
low the story. As for the claim that the English- 
men should take hold of the property and manage 
it themselves, that was all nonsense, and could 
never be done. With Americans the idea of an 
Amerjcan railroad being owned by Englishmen and 
managed in London would be an insult to 
the greatest nation on earth anda disgrace to the 
American flag. The road would be conducted just 
as it has always been, and inthe interest of the 
persons who hold possession of it for the time be- 
ing. Englishmen could no more manage the Erie 
or anv other great American railroad in London 
and insure all its revenues being sent honestly 
across the ocean than an Englishman could 8 
made President of the United States. What is most 
likely to happen some day is that Mr. Jewett, the 
Receiver, will be ousted by the courts on some pre- 
tense or other; the so-called reconstruction scheme 
will collapse; and the roaa will be reorganized on 
the basis of, say, $25,000,000 bonds, and perhaps 
the same amount. but not more, of stock. Any 
hope or expeciation which is not founded upon 
some such result as this is doomed to certain dis-

Sir W. H. Medhurst, in his last consular report 
from Shanzhal, recently laid before Parliament, 
states that the tea trade of that port showed again 
in 18% a marked decline. The competition of In- 
dia imereases, Fifteen years ago the growth 
of tea in india was regarded as an ex- 
periment, . but the export from Calcutta 
reached 25,600,000 pounds in 1875, and now 
it muy almost be thourcht that, unless there be 
some change in the mode of cultivation or pagk- 
ing, it is only a question of time waen China will | 
ve ousted from the feild. Tue total export of tea 
from China was 212, 000, pounds in the season 
of 1875-"76, or four millions less than iu the pre- 
ceding sedsun. Tue increase zu the demand for 


teu in Great Britain has heretofore benefited boch 


China and india, but the returns for 1875 Indi- 
cate that the whole increase then went to the 
credit of India. The cause of the poor 
quality of Chinese tea of late years seems to lie in 
hasty preparation with a view to bring teas early 
to market, and in the unsystematie y in which 
the diferent processes necvssary to convert the raw 
leaf into the tea of commerce are carried on. 
Small proprietors, farmers, to whom the cultivation 
of tea js mostiy a secondary object, growing from 
fifty pounds to 500 pounds, carry it off on their 
backs to a neighboring market, and even toa 
second, perhaps, the unfired leaf fast 
by exposure to the air and the long inter- 
val between the picking and the firing. The

BETHLEHEM, N. H. 
To the Hditor af The Tribune. 
med, June 14.—Having met for successive 
seasons quite a number of your pleasant people at 
the mow noted summer-resort above named, and 
having heard during a brief visit. here many in- 
quiries in regard to its situation and characteris- 
tics, I have ventured to consider a brief description 
of it as not inappropriate matter for your teeming 


columns. 

Bethlehem is in the heart of the mountains, the 
entire White Mountain range being in full view on 
the east, and the Franconia range flanking it on the 
south. Starr King, speaking of it in his wonderful 
prose poem on the White Hills, says that from no 
other point can the various peaks be seen in their 
true relation to each other. What was formerly 
called by the infelicitous name of Bethlehem 
street, and is now more happily termed Beth- 
lehem Heights, is a thriving, and in the sum 
mer time lively and tolerably gay, village of 
about fifty houses. It is on the Boston, Concord 
& Montreal Railroad; is five miles from Littieton, 
the largest village in Northern New Hampshire. 
twenty miles from Wells River, an important rail- 
road junction on the Connecticut River, nine miles 
from the Profile House, and about fifteen miles 
by rail from the base of Mount Washington. It is 

a plateau of remarkable extent for 

mountain region, and overlooks a val 
ley peariy forty miles long, and of 
great breadth. Although the exceeding beauty of 
the prospect has always extorted expressions of 
admiration from tourists as they have emerged 
from the notches and ravines of the hills, and 
reached the Bethlehem sunf®fnits, it did not become 
a reguiar boarding place until six or seven years 
ago. It has gained rapidly since that time, how- 
ever, boarding-houses having been added at the 
rate of six or seven per year. 

As considerations of health takes precedence 
of al] others, we must, I suppose, regard the eani- 
tary advantages of Bethlehem as first in impor- 
tance. These are truly remarkable. The eleva- 
tion of the village causes all damp and noxious 
vapors tosettle away from it into the Valley of the 
Ammonoosuck, along wnichthey are swept into that 
of the Connecticut. The air is, thorefore, 
not only very clear and . bracing, but 
very dry. Its curative effects in bronchial 
affections are perceptible and unmistek- 
able within a day or two after the patient's arrival. 
Incipient consumption seems to be arrested, and 
some forme of asthma yield readily. As is gener- 
ally known; it ie a Special resort, or as Mr. 
Beecher once said of it. the paradise of hay 
fever patients. The ‘*Hay-Fever Association 
holds an interesting meeting aunually in Bethle- 
hem. Nervous prostration and genera! debility 
eeem to be entireiy overcome by a few days’ resi- 
dence. In fact, most people experience a marked 
change in their sensations when within about two 
miles of the Heights. Though Bethlehem is the 
highest village cast of the Rocky Mountains, there 
is a low sbeltering wall of hills partially encir- 
cling it which gives it immunity from dleak and 
gusty winds. 

The charms of Bethlehem consist not so much in 
its own adornments, though those are rapidly im- 
proving.—plank sidewalks having been con- 
structed for some two miles, trees set ont, 
street lamps placed, etc.,—as in the love- 
liness of the prospect. The sunsets in the 
Littleton Valley are marvels of beauty and 
splendor. Every pleasant evening throngs ascend 
the gentle elevation known as Strawberry Hill, to 
look down on the sea of golden mist which the 
huge rampart of the western hiils incloses. The 
drives about Bethlehem are also more numerous 
and far more attractive than those of any 
other resort in the mountains. It has now 
become a general custom, even for those 
who are waking a hasty tour of. ob- 
servation, to go directly to Lethlehem, make it 
bome there, and visit the points of interest by car- 
riage or in the trains. To prevent possible dieap- 
ointment. let me add that it is not a place for Miss 
. lora MeFlimsey te enjoy herself in. That young 
lady would die with mortification at the indiffer- 
ence with which her exuberant wardrobe would be 
regarded. The everinsting hills monopolize 
our attention and toierate no rivals. Social life is 
cheerful, unusually so, yet quiet and unpreten- 
tious. What might be termed the better elements 
of middle-class life seem to prevail. There is a 
large representation of professional people, such 
as clergymen, lawyers, doctors, professors, ete. 
We have not had many artists there as yet, 
though T. W. Wood. , Perry, and 
Arthur Farton are expected to pass part 
of the summer there. Hitherto there has been 
but one regular place of worship there—a Union 
church. There is now, however, an Episcopal 
church nearly completed, and a Congregational 
church is in process of construction. There are 
five or six stores, post-office, and a telegraph sta- 
tion. Physicians of eminent and excellent repute 
are within reach. Passengers who leave Boston, 
Providence, Fall River, Stonington, Norwich, 
Hartford, and I think aleo those who leave Albany, 
in the morning arrive the same day. 

I wish I could, with propriety, add the names of 
some of your worthiest citizens who have made us 
glad by their repeated visite, and who have grati- 
fied us by a recent assurance of their intention to

THE ARKANSAS, MUNICIPAL RAILHOAD BOND 
DECISION. 

By a decision of the Supreme Court of Arkansas, 
on Saturday last, municipal bonds issued in that 
State in ald of railroads have been made void to 
the amount of $6,000,000. The cage originated in 
the Pulaski Circuit Court, in which the act under 
which the bonds were issued was decided to be 
unconstitational, and the Supreme Court has 
affirmed this decixion. All the bonds issued under 
the act art consequently illegal. The Star, of 
Little Rock, gives a brief resume of the grounds 
of the decision: ‘‘In the State Supreme Court 
this (Saturday] morning, a most important rail- 
road suit was decided. Judge Walker deliv- 
ered an opinion declaring that the law under 
which the raifroad aid bonds were issued 
was unconstitutional and void. Two of the chief 
grounds on which the opinion rested are that the 
law was passed through the Legisiatare in viola- 
tion of that provision of the Constitution requiring 
that all bills should be read three times on three 
separate days, unless a suspension of the rules was 
effected. The records of the General Assembly do 
not show that the rales were suspended in either 
House, although the bill was read in the Senate 
twice in one day, and in the Lower House three 
times on the same day. The other objection re- 
ferred to is that the vote of the people authorizing 
the issue of the bonds had been taken before the 
bill became a law. The amount of bonds voided 
by this dedision is over four million dollars, and 
with accrued interest will amount to more than six 
millions altogether.” :

Lighting Street Lamps by Electricity. 
Providence (K. I.) Correspondence Boston Post. 
Mayor Prince, Ald. Slade, and other gentlemen 
of the Boston City Government, have deen here 
inspecting the system of lighting tue street-lamps 
by electricity. which bas been successfully intro- 
duced by the Blectric Lighting and Telegraph 
Company. it shonid be stated at the outet that 
the system here im use is entirely different 
from those which have been tested in Bos- 
ton. and other cities without success. Hith- 
erto attempts have been made W operate the stop- 
cock connected with the lamps. and light and ex- 
tinguish the gas by means of electricity. is 
method proved a failure chiefly because of the 
faulty working of the stop-cock, which fact of 
course vitiated the whole system. The oojections 
to tuis plan have all been obviated by the KRlectrie 
Lighting Company. Instead of attempting to 
operate the stop cock by the agency of electricity. 
compressed air is used, thus making the tucn- 
ing on of the gas and ligating it by electricity 
two entirely eeparate and distinct operations. By 
this process all the operations are conducted in 
ciock-work order, and the failures in lighting the 
lamps in this city for six months have been les 
than one-fifth of 1 per centum, and the failares 
in extinguishing them have been less than one- 
fftieth of 1 per centam, reckoning in both these 
estimates all defects arising from the clogging of 
the gas-burners, leakage of pipes, of 
lanterns. and other mishaps which are inevitable.

By a simple 
operation of the air-pump the stop-cOcks con- 
pected with all the ~ 9 are opened or closed, 
and by a Single touch of the key connected with 
the electric battery the lamps for a circuit of 
any length. be it one mile or 100, are lighted 
in an imecredibly short space of time, IT. 
for any cause. a lamp in the circuit 
fails of lighting or extinguishing, an indicator 
connected with the battery points out the number 
ot the amp eo failing, and another touch of the 
key remedies the defect at once. These failures 
are of such exceedinglv rare occurrence, however,

importance is attached to this feature of the sys- 
tem.

Mation to interested parties about the condition of the 
estate; and every application for such tmformation, 
Whether in person or by letter. has been responded to 
promptiy by me as Assignee. The regulations under 
the Bankrupt law make it my duty to report ou the tirst 
day of each mouth the collections, payments, and de- 
posits made during the preceding month; and al at 
the end of overy three munths, a detalied statement of 
all payments. This quarterly report | have been u the 
habit of making as full as pose, giving name of per- 
son to whom pata, what for, and accompanying each 
report with the vouchers: of payment, which vouchers 
are examined by the Register and returned to me. 
These reports and statements are flied tn the office of 
the Clerk of the United States District Court, are mat- 
ters of pubiic record, accessible to every one; and. in 
addition, the regulations provide that the * 
shall seud copies to any creditor who requests it, on 
payment of the fee provided. Besides all this, if there 
are any matters of interest to creditors not included in 
those reports, my books and papers are open for ex- 
amination by the proper persons. The law —

est only to creditors; but it does provide every f ity 
for creditors to know all the material facts connected 
with the settlement of an estate in bankruptcy.

Vork partners laid claim to that by virtue of a pre- 
tend. mortgage. That claim is pending in the 
Coited States Circuit Court, and i# contested by me 
with the best legal skill I can command, because - 
lieve it to be — 111 The questions in- 
volved in it relate to Mr. Allens dealings, both as an 
individual and a banker. with the Cook County Natioa- 
al Dank, Alien, Stephens & Co,, and the Charter Oak 
Life-insurance Company; and di has cost a great deal, 
both of time and money. to get the necessary facts 
together. The case, as far as our side is concerned, 
was ready for trial at the last term of Court, but the 
other partics asked for and obtained further time in 
which to take depositions, and in consequence it lies 
over till the next term of Court.

Many were sold on 
certain conditions. Since Mr. Allens failure these 
towns have been much embarrassed. The land or 
lots could not be sold, and those who had pur- 
chased couid get no title. Hence it stopped all im- 
provemenis in their locality. Recently an amica- 
ble arrangement has been made by the Assignecs 
and other parties interested by which the Assignee 
is authorized to sell the lands of the Company and 
give title to purchasers, the proceeds to be depos- 
ited with the Court to wait the final decision of the 
blanket mortgage suit.

MORE BLACK-HILLERBS. 
A DESPONDENT STORY. 

On the incoming Pacific fast train of the North- 
western Road, yesterday afternoon, was a party 
of half-a-dozen men who were just returning from 
the Black Hills to their homes in Ohio. They 
looked seedy and despondent, but still their man- 
ner evinced that they belonged to the better order 
of laboring men. They told a Trispune reporter 


in Deadwood City a month, and that everybody 
there was preparing to move into the Big Horn 
country, where it was reported goid was being found 
in paying quantities. Around Deadwood there 
were not more than thirteen or fourteen mines that 
were paying anything at all, and these were not 
paying very well, Quartz mining, they thought, 
might turn out very well, but placermining was 
not worth a man's time. A laboring-man no 
show. If he ever did get a job he was paid small 
wages, and even those he received in gold-dust, 
mixed with black sand. The rascality of some of 
those claim-owners, according to their tale, was 
something fearful to contemplate. They would 
often hire a man to work one day, giving him $3 or 
$4, and set him to digging ona claim long enough 
to sell it to a greenhorn, and then discharge bim. 
The young Buckeyes stated that they had not 
done a days work ence they went out there, ex- 
cept a little placer mining which they did for them- 
selves, and they had got enough of it. The Dead- 
wood claim they said was the only one that really 
aid. 
r The story of these young fellows is only one of 
many which are brought back to the States. There 
are others who went from this city, who give 
glowing eescriptions of the good times predicted 
for Deadwovd and its immediate vicinity in the 
near future. It is quite likely that success depends 
upon the energy and intelligence of the men who 
go out there, as well as the luck which strikes 
them.

THE JUKY’S LABORS OVER. 

The Grand Jury entered upon its work yesterday 
morning promptly, and, realizing that the end of 
its session was near at hand, appeared disposed to 
make the best possible use of the few days left it. 
It had gotten so far in the investigation of the 
crookedness of the County Commissioners as to be 


few days to work out to a successful conclusion the 
several leads struck, and, having made such prog- 
ress in one branch of the work as to find a basis for 
the indictment of the leaders of the Ring,” they 
concluded to follow up this by the examination of 
Messrs. Cleary and Schmidt, and leave the remain- 
der of the work to another body. 

The first witness called was 

MR. SCHMIDT, 

who was examined with reference to the letting of 
county contracts and the system of drawing Grand 
Jurors. Very little information was gleaned from 
him, but. his testimony satisfied the jury that he 
belonged to the McCaffrey faction of the Board. 

The next witness called was the valiant — 

COL. CLEARY, . 

whom the jury knew by reputation as having seen 
service in the South Town Board years ago, but 
whom very few of them had had the pleasure of 
gazing upon. The Colonel entered the room pull- 
ing up his sleeves, and recognizing several fami- 
liar faces, the firat thing he did was to express his 
delight at meeting them upon such an occasion. 
He was then sworn and put on the stand, and the 
fun commenced. He was asked with ref- 
erence to the letting of contracts, and 
given all the time he wanted tc explain, 
which he made use of in his own peculiar 
way, impressing the jury with his sincerity, ifnot 
his good judgment, in voting as he had often done. 
The jury found it difficult to restrain the Colonel, 
for he talked rapidly and upon several subjects at 
once. At one time he is said to have actually for- 
gotten himself in his enthusiasm, and to have 
arisen from his seat, and, in a speech, led the jury 
from the Court-House to his Hospital. When in- 
terrupted by a question from Mr. Hail, he stamped 
his foot indignantly, and, addressing the foreman, 
suid, ‘*‘ Mr. Chairman, I believe 1 have the floor: 
please call the gentiemanto order.” This pro- 
voked laughter, of course, and the Colonel, real- 
izing in an instant that he was not attending a 
Board meeting, apologized and took his seat. 
‘Lhereafter he was content with answering ques- 
tions as they were addressed to him, which he did 
in a straightforward and satisfactory way, 
though his answers cave the jury very little in- 
formation of the kind they were seeking. Before

It is safe, however, under the circumstances, 
to follow up the prediction already made, eapecial- 
ly since it is now fortified by the expressions of 
two jurors overheard at dinner yesterday. They 
were discussing Tuk Tunuxz's conclusions of the 
morning, and, while speaking of the service the 
paper had been to them, and complimenting it 
on the faithfulness and accuracy of 
its reports of the jury's proceedings, 
said they should vote for the indictment of nearly 
all the persons named.
